At tbe 
iirsttapof the bell at 5 o'clock all the 
campers are expected to rise from their 
beds and get ready to go to the big tent 
ot 5:30 o'clock for tbe early prayer service 
held before breakfast. All have break- 
fast at 7 o'clock. At the close of the night 
service when the lights are extinguished 
at tie big tent that is the signal for all 
the tenters to retire.
